ted vpon them foz their wilful contempt againſt his Paieſtie and the State in that behalfe : Bet hoping that by the renewſng of the ſaid ſoꝛ⸗ 
mer Pꝛetlamationg once moꝛe, the lame will from hencefozth be moze ſtrictly obſerued and kept then heretofoze it hath berne, cer therefoze ds 
againe in the name of the Kings maſt extellent Paieſtie, detlare, publiſh, and command,That no Paſter oꝛ Owner of any Ship oꝛ Barque, 
oʒ any Merthant, attoꝛoꝛ other tradelman,noz any other perſon oꝛ perſons whatſoeuer, denizen oꝛ ſtranger, ſhall from he th bzing 92 
cauſe tobe bꝛought into this Ringdome, oꝛ any part thereof. (without ſpetiall licence from the Loꝛds of the Councell in England, oꝛ from Us 
the Loꝛd Deputy and Councel of this kingdome)any quantity oꝛ quantities of Gunpowder, oz any Puſkets,Caliuers, Handgunns, Eiſtols, 
oz other Peeces , Purrions , Head-peeces, Armozs , 92 other furniture foz the warres { Swozds and Kapiers , and Swozd and Rapier 
blades onely excepted) vpon paine of his Maiefties diſpleaſure and indignation, and vpon paine of ſeyſure and fozfeyture of. the ſame,wheres 
of the one moytie ſhall be to the vic of the kings Pateſty, and the one halſe of the other moytie to be foz the officer of his Paieſties Stoze, 
where the ſame be ſepſed,and the other moytie and halfe of the aſo;eſaid moytie,to be giuen to him whoſhall diſcouer and ſeize the ſame, oz ths 
value thereef,ncco:ding to his Paiefites rates. And Nee do further in his Maieſtieg Name declare and publiſh, That if any merchant, 
fatto oꝛ tradeſnꝛan oꝛ any other perſon oꝛ perſons within this Kealme now haue oz at any time hereafterſhall happen to haue any quantitis 
oz quantities of gunpowder. oꝛ any £ulkets,Caliuers,handguns,o: other Peeces,Purrfons,headpeeces,armoz, o2 other abiliments of warrs 
(wos and rapiers, and lwoꝛd and rapſer blades extepted ) in his oꝛ their hands oz polſelſion, to the intent to ſell the ſame oz any part thers 
of to any perſon ——— that then ſuch merthant , fatto oꝛ other perſon oꝛ perſons, within one moneth after the date of this P.atlamation, 
oz within one moneth after the ſaid powder oz munition ſhall come to his oz their hands ſhall vpon paine of ſeiſure and ſoꝛſeyture therrot and 
vpon paine of his Paieſties diſplealure and indignation, bꝛing oꝛ cauſe to be bzought all ſuch powder, and other munition, into one of his 
L3aielties Stozes of Oꝛdnante and munition, whereupon Me the Loꝛd Deputy and Councell ſhall from time to time take oder, and pzouids 
that the oficers of his Paieſlies Oꝛdnante and numition ſhall receiue the ſame,and the owner oz owners thereof immedfatelp vpon the deli⸗ 
uery thereof into his Paieſlies Stoꝛe, be ſully ſatiſfied and paxed foz the ſame, at ſuth reaſonable rates as the gunpowder oꝛ other munitien 
ſhall be wozthat the time of the deliuery and reteipt thereof, as afozeſaid, Pꝛouided al wayes, that it ſhall and map be lawfull to and foꝛ 
euery titie oꝛ towne cozpozate within this Kealme,to retaine and keep within their ſeuerall Stozes,luch powder oz munition fo} the neceſſary 
defence of the ſaid cities and townes toꝛpoꝛate, ſo as the ſaid toꝛpoꝛations doe within fozty dayes after the date hereof, certifie Us the Lo: Des 


vutic and Countell, what quantity oꝛ quantities of powder oꝛ other munition they. and euexpot them haue now in their Stozes, and ſo as they 


no2 any o them doe not iſſue the ſame noꝛ any part thereof by way ol ſalt. And Wee dor further declare and publiſh, That if any Nobles 
man, Gentleman, oꝛ perſon of honeſt and good be hauiour, oꝛ if any titie oz topoꝛation, oꝛ any Owner oz Paſter of a Barqueoz Ship to 
Sea, ſhall haue ottaſion to vſe any reaſonable quantitie of powder, o any muſkets,calltuers,ozother furniture of marre, That euery ſuch pers 


ſon ſt perſons,X eueryſuch titie, towne oꝛ cozpozation,ſhalbe from time to tin e. by the warrant of the Lo:Deputy,o2 by the warrant of the ſeue⸗ 


rall Preſidents of the pꝛouintes of Munſter and Connaght,o2 of other commanders oz gouernours within their ſeuerall commands;furniſhs 
ed andſupplyed of any ſuch competent quantitie of powder oz munition as he o2 they ſhall deſire to vſe, at ſuch reaſonable and eaſie rates as 
his Maieſty doth vſually iſſue the ſame to his Army within this land. And Ae do hereby expꝛeſly charge # tonnnand all & every gouernoꝛ it 
gouerno23,*Paro!s, Soueraignes, Poztriffeg, Bayliffeg, Conſtables, and all Cuſtomers, Searchers, and Controllers, within all and euerp ths 


Poꝛts, hauens and Creekeg of this Realme, and all others bis Paieſties Officers and miniſters to whom it may appertaine, That they and 


euerp of them do from time to time vſe and imploy their beſt diligence and endeuours to difrouer and ſeize to his Maieſties vie as afozeſaid, 
ſuch quantities of powder, mulkets, Calliuers, hand- gunnes, Pertes, and other munition and furniture of warre, as ſhall be bꝛought into this 
kingdome oꝛ any part thereof, to be ſold to any perſon oꝛ perſons, oꝛ which any merchant, factoz, oz other perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall deteyne and 
ktep in his hands oꝛ poſſeſſion, to the intent to ſell the ſame,contrary to the purpozt of this Pzoclamation,And that here in they fayle not to per⸗ 
fozme their duties as they will anſwer the contrary at their perrils. Pꝛouided al wayes, that it ſhall not be lawiull foꝛ any perſon oz pertons 
whatſoeuer, wearing any Jriſh Pantle oꝛ Crowes, to vſe,carry oz keepe any Mulket, Calliuer, hand gunne, Piſtoll oꝛ other Prete oꝛ Pertes, 
noꝛ to haue oꝛ vſe any gun⸗powder noꝛ to weare, tarry oꝛ keepe any murrion, head⸗peete, oꝛ any other armes whatſoeuer inuaſiue GE 
vpon paine ts foꝛfeyt the ſame to his Pateſty, And that it ſhal be lawfull foz — — — other perſon of honeſt and good 
behautour,confouning him oꝛ themſelues vnto the Engliſh faſhion of apparell, to leiʒe and take away the ſame, and the ſame ſo ſeized and ta- 
ken away to carry to the next Juſtice of the peace;to the intent the ſame may be deliuered in to his maieſties next Paga zin oz Stoze-houte of 
munition and arnour in thoſe parts,o2 to ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons as ſhall haue ouerſight oꝛ command of the ſame, 

And whereas many times heretofoze inſtructions haue beene giuen,as well to the Lozds Pꝛeſidents in the ſeuerall Pzouinces,as to the Jus 
ſtites of I{{ize in their ſeuerall tirtuites and ſeſſions,fo2 aboliſhing the vſe of Iriſh apparell and the reduting of all men to vſe a ciuill and 
comely attire, attoꝛding to the Lawes and Statutes of this Kingdome: Pet although they haue ( accozding to the ſaid inſtructions ) indeuous 
red to take away the barbarouscuſtome of wearing Nantles,Trowſes, Skeynes, and ſuch like vnciuill and vntomely apparell, Ne ſee nots 
withſtanding the vſe of them rather entrealed then any wares refo:med oz abated,euen ts this day,fo the great contempt of authozity,and the 
diſgrace of this kingdome among other cinill nations. fo: refounation whereof,We haue thought ft hereby once moze togiue all men notice, 
that as his Paieſty hath often retommended the care of the redzeſſe of the ſaid barbarous cuftome vnto Us, and aboliſt ing the vſe of ſuch vn⸗ 
ſeemelpapparell, ſo now re intend to inflirt the vtmoſt penaltie of law vpon ſuch as from and after the time hereby pꝛeſtribed ſhall pzeſume 
epther to weare the ſaid barbarous attire,o! to ſuffer any within their family oz rule to weare and vſe the ſame , contrary to the Lawes and 
Statutes of this kingdome, And doe therefoze hereby ſtraightly charge and command, That from and after Pentecoſt next no man do wears 
any Pantle, Trowles, oꝛ long Skeynes, noꝛ do ſuffer any to be wome by any within his family, gouernment oz rule, but by the time afozeſaid 
doe attire themſclues;their thildꝛen, ſeruants, and followers in ſuch tomely manner as the ciuilleſt {ubiccts of this kingdome now vſe to dee: 
In default whereof,thepare to expett no fauour,but tobe — againſt foꝛ their wilfull and obſtinate contempt,fn the ſeuereſt maner that 
by the Lawes and Statutes of this kingdome niay be taken againſt them, and beſides ſuth other puniſhments to be inflicted vpon them, ag the 
Law doth impoſe, Ne hereby charge and tonunand, That no perſon which from and after the feaſt afozcſaid, ſhall weare oz vſe any Jriſh 
apparell o: weapon ſhall pꝛeſume to tome, noꝛ ſhalbe admitted to haue acceſſe oꝛ audiente to oꝛ at the Councell table, oꝛ in any Court of Juſtice 
in this kingdame,no2 befoze any Judge oꝛ Bagiſteate,vpon any matter oꝛ cauſe of pꝛiuate tomplaint whatſoeuer, And Ue doe like wile heres 
by ſtraightly tonnnand all Sheriffes, Pꝛouoſt Parſhals, and other Offiters, that as they ſhall finde any man that after Pentecoſt next ſhall 
weare any ſuth long Skeyne, to take the ſame and b:eake them,and ſuch men as they ſhall finde wearing of Pantless2 Trowſes out of their 
owne houſes, to take the ſame, from then and befoꝛe their faces to cut them into peeres, that they neuer be wome againe. Of the exetution 
Whereof,CUe require the ſaiꝰ Vheriffes and pꝛouoſt Marſhals, and other his Paieſties Dfficers, to be very carefull, as they will anſwer the 
contrary and their neglett oꝛ remiſſeneſſe therein. Pꝛouided alwayes, Chat it ſhall and map be lawfull to oꝛ foꝛ any perſon oz perſons to vſt 
v2 weare any Mantle within his oꝛ their houſes,notwithſtanding any thing in this Pꝛotlamation, to the contrary, Giuen at his Paieſtieg 
Caltle of Dublin the fift of Apꝛill. x 6 2 4, 8 
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
